Ottawa, Jan. 12.— Sir Wilfrid Laur 
ier made a statement today which 
was in reply to a question as to tho 
veracity of certain assertions made 
in the ‘'Grain Growers’ Guide,"’ and 
was as follows: My recollection of 
what work took place at the inter- 
viow varies from the positive state 
ments made in that article.
